The ball was held in the Pension Building, shown on 
the cover [right]. (Now the National Building 
Museum.) Bailey, Banks & Biddle produced the front 
and back cover [flag, below]. The BEP engraved and 
printed the Committee card and the portrait card. I 
believe they also produced the eagle card with the 
Ohio and New Jersey state seals, but it doesn't have 
a BEP imprint. All contents are 10”x7”, bound by a 
silk ribbon. [Ball held on 4 March 1897. ]

ABNCo CHECKS 


A. Stephen Patrick 


One of the greatest partnerships for many years was 
that of American Bank Note Company (ABNCo) and 
American Express. Probably millions of traveler’s 
checks were printed by ABNCo and cashed all over 
the world. The fine engraving was a strong deterrent 
to counterfeiting and made the checks acceptable 
almost anywhere. 


In the 1980’s ABN tried a pilot program to see if they 
could interest private citizens in a more secure check 
printed for their private banks but with security 
engraving. Recently, I was visiting with noted 
numismatist Gene Hessler who showed me exam- 
ples of checks that were provided for him and maybe 
a half dozen other collectors* for their private use. 
Check collectors would be happy to have examples. 


One check has a nice engraving of the Statue of 
Liberty and borders, while the second example is an 
intricate geometric pattern. Gene received about 125 
of each design. At the time he was serving as curator 
of the Mercantile Bank Money Museum in St. Louis. 
Gene used one of the checks to pay his SCCS dues in 
March, 1988. Even the treasurer, Jay [Jackson] at the 
time, wrote a note to Gene, “NICE CHECK.” 


The personalized ABNCo check system never was 
put into commercial production, but one of the pos- 
sible 1000 to 2000 examples out there would be a nice 
addition to ones ABNCo collection.
